As for 
great Difeafes, where a true me- 
thod, and effectual Remedies be- 
come neceflary, more owe their 
Deaths to Phyficians, than are pre- 
tendedly cured by them, as I have 
moft clearly, and faithfully thew- 
ed in. the Conclave of Phyficiars. 
However, it is. to the Art of Expe- 
éfation Phyficians are indebted for 
their Reputation, that occafions 
the ignorant World to continue 
the ufe of them.

Difeafes, and do juftly deferve the

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plying the Milk Diet, or AffesMilk 
to all thetr: Patients, may be dig- 
nified with the Name of Afs-Doéforse 
A third fort,\\ giving, themfelves 
over to the, Jefuirs;Powder, will 
be called Fefuitical-Doétors , fourbs 
from, the top. to.the bottom... A 
fourth, feldom mifs recommend- 
ing their Clients to Tunbridg or Dul- 
ledg Waters,, as if they pretended 
to be Dultkead Physicians. Bleed- 
ing is prefered by fome in all cafes, 
that are Butcher-Doffors. The lafts 
who are the moft numerous, ‘aver 
ail Diffempers are to be expelltd 
at the Fundament, and thefe are 
the T--rd-Doéfors. Were the Art 

of Phyfick, Montter like, appears 
to walk upon fix.

nervous Liquor, nutricious and 
ees Juyces, ferments in the’ 

‘hroat, Stomach, Liver, Hearr, 
Brain, Spleen, Kidnies, and in eve- 
ry part, as far as the little Toe, 
befides a hundred little: particula- 
ries,.of no other ufe than the Theo- 
ry of the Spots in the Moon) they 
have fo far out-f{tarted all the An- 
cients, that they have exalted their 
Art to the higheft Pinacle or omar, 
which before wasf{carce an.Embryo ; 
and all this-to.enchant. you. into a 
firm faith of their Abilities, to bait 
and allure you into their Phyfick 
Nets.. But:to fpeak the truth, they 
are much fhort of the Candor, Ho- 
nefty, Modefty. Learning, and In- 

BE 5 duftry,, 
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duftry, the Ancients ufed, in ma- 
king their Obfervation on: Difea- 
fes, and Remedies, which was fuch, 
that they found, that abftinence, 
and lying ftill (that is, doing no- 
thing, and being Spectators. of Na- 
ture ) cured more Diftempers, than 
all their Interruption by Phyfick ; 
which rule you find very oft éen- 
joyned by Hippecras, Galen,.and Cel- 
fus, throughout all their Works, 
fo chat where thefe modern Ad- 
vtnturers. pretend to cure one Di- 
feafe, they, by being Spectators on- 
ly, cured an hundred, which in 
effect was nothing, but being Actors 
of the Artof curing Difeafes by Ex- 
pectation.

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Of the Ferrier. Dotfors, with the 
good and. mifchievous Effedts of 
deel, : 


a H FE Fernier-Do€fors are raa- 

ged_in the front by vulgar 
Opinions, and the tran{mutation 
of Iron into Gold:is in nothing more 
apparent, than in the exchange:of 
their Steel: Medicines into golden 
Fees. The effects derived from the 
various ‘principles of Irom, apera- 
ting according to.the difpofition of 
fubje&ts they meet witly inthe bo- 
dy, prove as oft: fatab and;periis 
cious, as feldom.lappy end hoped 
for; a powerful deterfive, sie - 
retick, is obferved in the Subpbur of 
Steel, when it encounters with an: 
acid in the humors;’ proper tauin- 
cite irto combar, otherwife it unites 
with the vitriolick Salr, andboola 
turn ito acement, which adding 
a.lirone- 
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a ftronger faftnefs to Obftru@tions, 
doth frequently buag upthe Veffels 
entirely. Judgment and Experi- 
ence are in no.cafe fo ufeful, as-in 
adapting this Mineral to proper 
Conttitutions. It is mire ‘bruited 
for the killing, then cufative part, 
if you hit the mark right in the 
choice of it, you. may perform a 
cure very wonderful ; if you mifs, 
the event is deplorable. Inftances 
of the firft kind are by far exceeded 
im number by the latter, 

By three or four large bleedings 
(as I remember.) advifed by a 
Coach-butcher-Doétor to Sir R. Bovy, 
labouring under a Quartan, and 
by as many Purges ( whereof the 
leaft operated between forty and 
fifty times) prefcribed by a fubfe- 
quent T--rd-Dodfor, the Patient was 
thrown into all the kinds‘of Drop- 
fie, with»a continuation of. the 
Ague,) ntowithftanding the ufe of 
the Jefuits Powder in all its forms 
and quantities.

cumftances. Thofecathartick Re- 
medics; which the whole band of 
Phyfick-men have, and do-hitherto 
ertoneoufly. depeiid on,,would take 
no place in:a diftemper they had 
cauled..

How 
little chofe Vertues can be expe&ted 
from it, and how fo vaft a charge 
of thofe Emperors in fending for 
fome of the Ingredients over all 
Afia is expended in vain ; and 
how fenfelefs and empirical the 
Compolition is, will eafily appear 
from the following Confiderations. 
1. That confifting of very many, 
if not all, contrary Ingredients , 
the one muft neceflarily deftroy 
the other. 2: That Treacle being 
a Compofirion. within a’ Compo- 
fition of feveral of the fame Ma- 
terials, many of them are very 
foolifhly repeated, as in the Tre- 
chifct. Hedychrot are received Rad. 
Phu. Ponitc. cofli, Cinamom. Shenanth. 
Opobalfam. Caffia Lign. Malabathrum, 
Nardus indicus, Myrrh.

torminous ftools, The Rhubarb is 
afferted by the Vouchers of Treacle 
to be added to ftrengthen the Li- 
ver, and Agarick to comfort the 
Brain; an abfurdity condemnéd 
by the experience of all mankind, 
that ever purgatives fhould be cor- 
roboratives. But they pretend to 
*xcufe the injuries of thofe perni- 
cious Simples by their {mall pro- 
portion, which they iniinuate can- 
not fignifie much to fo greara mafs 
as the whole Compofition amounts 
to. Thefame reafon may as juft- 
ly indemnifie the addition of a 
dram or two of Arfenic or: Rats- 
bane, Wolf-bane, andthe like. To 
blow your nofe into a man’s Por- 
ridg can do no hurt, becaufe the

r. | F for thofe unaccountably er- 

roneous Compofitions of Trea- 
cle, Methridate, Pil. Aloephangine , 
Fetide, and the reft , the Inven- 
tors ought to be cenfured great 
Ideots feventeen hundred yearsago, 
the Approvers and Confirmers of 
ema thoufand years after may be 
inferred greater Fools, but thofe 
that fubfcribe to the continuance of 
em at this day, mutt be concluded 
the greateft Fools ; as if the excel- 
lency of Remedies confifted in 
Compofition, and the more of 
Compofition there is, the greater 
Virtues it contributes to the Me- 
dicine. 


2, That 
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2. That this is the rule, where- 
by to meafure the Capacity of the: 
Artift, appears in the endeavours 
of Phyficiansto prefcribe long Bills, 
filled with Compofition, and by 
how much the more it is com- 
pounded, by fo much the more 
the Apothecary judges the Preferi- 
ber the beft Phyfician. On the 
contrary, the fewer Ingredients the 
better Medicine, which occafions 
lefS trouble and charge in the Pre- 
paration, and more certainty in 
the Effect; for where a Remedy 
confifteth of an hundred Ingredi- 
ents, to which of em can you at- 
tribute the effect if fuccefsful, or 
the fault and dammage if the Di- 
feafe be thereby renderd worfe? 
But fuch hath been the fallacia non 
caufe pro caufa in Phyficians, that 
having prefcribed to Patients a- 
gainft Difeafes of the Eyes , Pil. 
Cochie maj. and finding Succefs, and 
a laudable Event, inter thence ve- 
ry deceitfully. that their particular 
Compofition doth. arrogate fpeci- 
hically 
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fically an Eye or Sight reftoring 
power beyond all others; whereas 
its to the vertue of the Purgatives, 
chofen according to the ftrength 
and other circumftances of the Pa~ 
tient, and without any correctives 
or Conductors, thofe good effeéts 
are to be imputed. 

3. The fame reafon confutes 
the fpecific relation of Pil. de Aga- 
rico to the Lungs; Aggrecative, de 
Tribus, and Jmperiales to all the 
Bowels; Auree and Luczs to the 
Eyes; de Expatorio to the Liver ;
